Washington, March While the 
administration officials are nut pre- 
pared to say whut is to be the future 
of Aguinaldo, It seems certain that 
nOM of them have any idea that any 
bodily punishment will be inflicted. 
"It is yet too early to say what will 
be done with the rebel chieftain," 
said one of the cabinet officers Thurs- 
day night. The matter has not yet 
received any consideration by the 
president or cabinet on hia capture. 

It will depend on the future course 
taken by Aguinaldo in determining 
what his punishment shall be. If. 
as indicated by Qen. MacArthur, be 
issues an address to the Filipinos 
advising a general surrender and the 
acceptance of American aupremscy 
la the Philippines he may be of con- 



siderable service to the government In 
bringing about normal conditions. 
The administration will be disposed 
to take advantage of any practical 
service the chieftain may be to the 
government providing his acts show 
him to be sincere.
